In these perilous days for America it is often necessary to 
witness an event with one's own eyes in order to be sure as to what 
actually transpired. Here is “Lincoln Day” story witnessed by 
your editor, 

Contrary to some newspaper reports there were TWO Re- 
publican Rallies in Chicago for the Lincoln Day celebration. One 
was composed of the Eisenhower wing of the Republican Party. . 
. . the other was made up of loyal, patriotic Americans, many of 
whom are also Republicans, 

The Patriots’ Rally convened at 9:30 A, M, and lasted until 
5:00 P, M,, with time out for a stirring address by J, Bracken Lee 
at luncheon, The Eisenhower Republicans had only a dinner meet- 


ing. 

. First, let's discuss the Eisenhower Republicans and then 
we'll devote the major portion of this space to the PATRIOTS. The 
meeting of the Eisenhower Republicans was sponsored by the Illi- 
nois State Central Committee, The main speaker was Secretary 
of Labor Mitchell, His speech was larded with many interesting re- 
marks such as rejecting “spokesman of reaction and special groups 
interest”, “a closer brotherhood under God™ (brotherhood with 
whom? Americans are all brothers, just whom does Secretary Mit- 
chell wish us to become brothers with?). “, . . and sink into 
the quagmire of history along with the Federalists and the Whigs 
and those other parties which once were great. . . “ (Secretary 
Mitchell scorns our glorious heritage ?), 

There were many other remarks made by Secretary Mit; 
chell which made one wonder whether he was practicing to be- 
come campaign manager for Walter Reuther! 

Another point of interest regarding the Eisenhower Repub - 
lican meeting is that although some newspaper reports claim a- 
round 1500 in attendance AN EYE WITNESS ACCOUNT REPORTS 
ONLY APPROXIMATELY 700 people were there, And this was the 
State Central Committee of Ilinois! Could they muster ONLY 700 
EISENHOWER Republicans? 

PATRIOTS* RARELY 

“Standing Room Only” was the order of the day at the Ab- 
raham wincuin National Republican Club meeting for patriots in 
Chicago, The attendance was at least around 2500 composed of pat- 
riots from 39 states, The slate of speakers gladdened the hearts 
of all patriots. . . Americans such as: Senator George Malone of 
Nevada, Governor J. Bracken Lee of Utah, former Congressman 
Kit Clardy of Michigan (formerly on the House Un-American 
Activities Committee and defeated in November by a coalition 
of left-wingers); Senator Dirksen and Senator Joe McCarthy. 

Patriotic fervor ran high and patriots applauded so fre- 
quently that some women were seen taking off their rings because 
their fingers were so swollen from clapping! 

Senator Malone's excellent speech contained such thoughts 
as: “They speak of raising the standard of living throughout the 
world, That reminds me of pouring a glass of water in a reser- 
voir, It doesn’t raise the level of the reservoir, but the glass is 
empty.” Senator Malone is an authority on strategic materials, 
having worked on Senate Report 1627 entitled “Accessibility of 
Critical Materials within the Western Hemisphere”, He pointed 
out the fact that titanium is one of the world's most valuable 
metals now. . . in the jet age, Senator Malone stated, "We 
have in the United States and Canada more titanium than we could 
use in 1,000 years AND YET WE ARE NOW IMPORTING TITANI- 
UM FROM AUSTRALIA AND INDIA and NOT SPENDING MONEY 
TO DEVELOP OUR OWN SUPPLIES. On the day that a war is de- 
clared we would be CUT OFF FROM OUR FOREIGN SUPPLIES and 
would thus be deprived of this vital metal, because we had not 
been permitted to develop our own supplies.” 

Senator Malone wound up his interesting speech by stating: 
“If you must take Red China into the United Nations, GIVE THEM 


OUR PLACE!"

‘he Republican party had every opportunity to 
capitalize on and crystallize resistance against betrayals. 
Landon didn’t do it. His appeal was that he was going 
to do the New Deal better. If they were going to have 
nothing better than a modification of the New Deal, 
the people decided to keep what they had.

MORE TRAPS: “Many and devious are the schemes that have 
been hatched to divest the United States of its sovereignty, des - 
troy its Constitution, and abolish the rights of its citizens, Of all 
these, the United Nations is the largest and most comprehensive, 
It is the master plan, the gigantic trap into which we fell so 
quickly, But it is of such huge dimensions that we still enjoy 
limited freedom, somewhat like squirrels in a large cage, 

Therefore, the busy One Worlders have set a number of 
smaller traps for us within the master trap, These smialler traps, 
enticingly baited and well camouflaged, are designed to snap in- 
stantly and hold fast, They are the various treaties, covenants, 
conventions, pacts, federations, and unions “within the framework 
of the United Nations.” 

One of these was called the “Atlantic Union Resolution”, 
As such it was twice sponsored by Senator Kefauver, who has been 
called “England's Senator”, and twice defeated, It was reintroduced 
February 9, 1955 in our Senate, (S. Con, Res, 12)°, but this time 
with a more cisarming title, It now is called “Proposed Atlantic 
Exploratory Conven’ on.” 

TO DECEIVE: Such casting about for a title sufficien:ly 
euphemistic to deceive '!, S, Senators was demonstrated last Oct- 
ober when Harry S, Truman, Géneral George.C, Marshall, Adlai 
Stevenson, Henry Ford Il, Arthur M, Schlesinger, Jr., and others 
o: that ilk issued an appeal for “Atlantic Unity.” This scheme 
prop»sed the strengthening of NATO to extend its control “beyond 
mil: requirements and into the political, economic, and cul- 
tural aspects of our lives,” The title was changed slightly but the 
objectives were left crudely and starkly naked, 

The nation's press and major information channels promptly 
lowered the blackout curtain over “Atlantic Unity”, as is their 
custom with respect to world government schemes, THE PEOPLE 
SHOULDN'T BE TOLD TOO MUCH ABOUT PLANS TO DESTROY 
THEIR RIGHTS, LIBERTY, AND PROPERTY, LEST THEY PROTEST. 
So far as I have been able to ascertain, the press services carried 
one brief story last October 3, and after that -- silence, 

DISCLOSURE: We heard nothing more about “Union Now,” 
“Atlantic Union”, “Atlantic Unity”, or any of the other euphem- 
isms for world government until January of this year, when the 
patriotic American underground learned that Senator Kefauver was 
again ready to reintroduce the “Atlantic Union Resolution", the 
same resolution which, it is reported, had received the endorse- 
ment of Milton Eisenhower, John Foster Dulles, and Senators Nixon, 
(now vice president), Carlson, Flanders, and Lehman when it was 
before the 82nd Congress, 

Among the few publications which exposed the most recent 
of the One Worlders* plans for Atlantic Union was the Guardians of 
Our American Heritage, 1028 Connecticut Ave,, Washington D, C., 
issues December 1954 and January 1955, 10 cents a copy, 

Alerted Americans at once began protesting to their Sen- 
ators, with the result thatadelay was called apparently in order 
to take off the “heat” and arrange better camouflage, 

CAMOUFLAGE: The president of the Atlantic Union Comr 

mittee, Owen J, Roberts, who regards national sovereignty as a 
“silly Shibboleth,” decided that the title had better not be the 
“Atlantic Union Resolution” after all, but something less revealing. 
The purpose of the resolution, however, was to remain unchanged, 
All that was needed was a more disarming title, a little time for 
the people to cool off, and the exertion of more pressure on mem- 
bers of Congress, 

Since no change was made in the purpose of the “Atlantic 
Union Resolution” which Senator Kefauver was ready to reintroduce 
in January, it would be well now to examine the reported text of 
that resolution, Here it is: 

“Resolved by the Senate (the House of Representatives con- 
curring), that the President is requested to invite the democracies 
which sponsored the North Atlantic Treaty to name delegates, 
representing their principal political parties, to meet this year 
with delegates of the United States in a Federal Convention to 
explore how far their peoples, and the peoples of such other dem- 
ocracies as the convention may invite to send delegates, can ap- 
ply among them, within the framework of the United Nations, 
the principles of free federal union,“ 

TO “EXPLORE”: Compare this more carefully and de- 
ceptively worded resolution with the “appeal” issued last October 
by the “Atlantic Unity” group, Their purposes are the same and 
will remain the same, regardless of the insertion of such specious 
words as “explore” or “exploration”. 

To “explore” the possibility of RELINQUISHING OUR SOV- 
EREIGNT Y AND OUR CONSTITUTIONAL RIGHTS makes just about 
as much sense as to explore the possibility and means of commit- 
ting national suicide. The obvious plan is to merge the United 
States with a number of other countries under one ruler or govern- 
ing body, with sufficient power of taxation to enforce a common 
foreign policy, a common defense force, a common economy, a 
common currency, and a common citizenship, 

A common foreign policy would SUBJECT US TO THE 
MAJORITY VOTE OF COUNTRIES WHO FAVOR COMMUNIST AP- 
PEASEMENT. A common defense force would subject us to PO- 
LICING BY FOREIGN SOLDIERS. A common economy would do 
away with our free enterprise system and our high wage and living 
standards, A common currency would debase our monetary unit 
beyond all recognition, A common citizenship would lift our im- 
migration barriers, Extension of the control of such a union over 
the “cultural aspects of our lives,” as has been proposed, staggers 
the imagination, 

This is the Atlantic Union trap, no matter what euphem- 
istic title it may carry -- baited and camouflaged for the squirt 21s 
in the big cage,
